Chicago, August 5.—(4)—Winding 
up its inquiry into Illinois’ recent 
million-dollar primary, the senate cam- 
paign funds committee today heard 
some frank statements and serious 
charges and had still another witness 
challenge its authority. In amaouncing 
adjournment of the committee subject 
to his call, Senator Reed, democrat, 
Missouri, the chairman, said it prob- 
ably would be some time before the/ 
investigators assembled again, but 
added that they were ready to go into 
any serious charges of primary ir- 
regularities. 

Frank L. Smith,. chairman of the 
Illinois commerce commission; Daniel 
J. Schvyler, counsel for Samuel In 
sull, Chicago utilities magnate, who 
contributed heavily to Smith’s success- 
ful campaign for the senate; George 
F. Safford, superintepdeat of the 
state Anti-Saloon league, and Morris 
Eller, republican boss of Chicago's 
20th ward, were the principal wit- 
nesses at the final sessions. 

Schuyler told of disbursing $32,- 
925.19 for Insull on behalf of Smith’s 
candidacy and of giving $3,600 of his 
own money to the Smith campaign 
fund, but he declined to say whether 
he had distributed large sums for In- 
sull to candidates other than those 
fa the race for the senatorial romina- 


tion. 
Refuses to Answer. 

Upon Schuyler’s flat refusal to an- 
swer, Senator Reed told him the com-

Oxford, England, August 5,—Dx- 
plosion of the “sheik myth” and an- 
nouncement of discovery of the first 
complete neandertha] skull have en- 
livened the first day's session of the 
British Association for Advancement 
of Science. .

Authorities 
on astronomy, economics and scien- 
tists from other fields were on the 
program Thursday.

Explosion of what she called the 
“sheik myth” was made by Miss 
Winifred Blackman. She pointed out 
that sheiks are a type of holy men 
and said that people of the modern 
day should realize that women sheiks 
also exist, and devote most of their 
time to nursing the sick. 

Miss Dae Garrod, a former student 
ef anthropology at Oxford, was en- 
thusiastically received when she told 
of her discovery of a neanderthal skull 
in a Gibraltar cave. Young and pretty, 
she held the attention of the dele- 
gates as she told of finding the skull 


of a “young person” who lived more 
than 2,000 years ago, in a cave in 
Gibraltar. She said that her dis- 
covery was made 150 yards from ‘the 
spot where the so-called “Forbes 
skull” was found in 1848, She had 
not yet had time to study her find 
completely but was able to tell the | 
meeting that it was “associated with 
an éxtinct species of man who was & 
member of the neanderthal race.” 

Sir Arthur Keith, famous anthropo- 
logist, in congratulating Miss Gar- 
rod, said that the skull was that of 
a boy eight or ten years old, and that 
it was the first complete neanderthal 
skull to be found. 

“It is like Pharaoh’s daughter find- 
ing Moses in the bulrushes, only it 
is more important,” Sir W. Boyd 
Dawkins, noted palaeonologist, de- 
clared. 

Subjects discussed Thursday ranged 
from eclipses of the sun to economics. 
Sir Josiah Stamp, famous economist, 
declared that the idle rich do not 
exist as a class. He argued that al- 
most all wealthy people work hard, 
certainly harder than do those of mod- 
erate wealth ae incomes are be- 
tween $5,000 and $50,000 a year.

Juggling Mileage Charged. 
Mr. Wood declared that Mr. Holder 
had 5,500 miles of highway to allocate 
to various Georgia counties, and that 
the highway conimissioner found he 
had allocated approximately 750 more 
miles than he had authority to let, 
and had his friends in the islature 
pass a measure allowing him 500 addi- 
tional miles.

Wants Reorganization.

On this page Will V. Zimmer, 
former Atlanta hotel manager, now

The lamentable fact is that this 
Atlanta-Dahlonega read, north of 
Roswell, contains only a secondary 
surface, and is not permanent. In 
a few years it, too, will be in the 
same class with the other tempo- 
rary roads. But it is good now, 
and traverses some of the most 
beautiful mountain country east of 
the Rockies, but it cannot last any 
more than any other temporary road 
can last. At all times, even from 
the day of its completion, it must 
be maintained at heavy expense. 
This highway, as every other main 
highway in Georgia, should be per- 
manently paved — hard surfaced- 
Sooner or later it will lose its pres- 
ent advantage in that other routes 
will offer hard surfaced highways 
to the east. Until these other 
routes can offer such highways they 
will pay the penalty of their indif- 
ference by seeing the main line of 
travel go via the Neel’s Gap route. 

Indeed, they are already paying 
the penalty, for comparatively few 
through cars are now going by the 
Tallulah Falls-Clayton route, or by 
the other main highway, through 
Athens and Elberton, to Anderson 
and Greenville. 

Several hundred cars intending to 
use one or the other of these routes 
have in the past few days been 
forced by. excessive rains oyer the 
Neel’s Gap route, which is reported 
to be in good condition. 

Counties that are, not progressive 
enough to construct all-the-year- 
round highways must not be sur- 
prised if shunned by those wha seek 
passable routes elsewhere. :

“The citizens of Atlanta will be 
greatly relieved to know that the 
board of county commissioners re- 
fused to participate in the move- 
ment to cut over the magnifi- 
cent woodland in Piedmont park for 
a golf course extension.

It is not my desire or intention to

That is the inter- 
nal and sole affair 
of the people down 
there. They have 
their national con- 
stitution of gov- 
ernment, adopted 
in 1917, and have 
had nine years in 
which to under- 
stand it and adjust 
themselves to its 
provisions.

ment is honestly 
enforcing that con- 
stitution it is only 
performing its oath-bound duty. The 
citizeps of the nation, whether church- 
men or laymen, are equally obligated 
to conform with the _ constitutivn. 
They have the perfect right to seek 
its amendment in whatever respect it 
impinges upon their consciences and 
natural rights; but, as in this coun- 
try, that remedy must be sought in 
the prescribed legal way.

Issues of Keligious Liberty. 


“Religious liberty” is a chameleon 
term. It takes on many colors in 
variable circumstances. In our coun- 
try it has been variously defined and 
misinterpreted more often than not. 

The majority of the fathers of our 
political system knew thatethe major- 
ity of the emancipated peoples of the 
“free and independent” states were 
strongly opposed to a national state 
church. They were determined to have 
no union of-hierarchy with political 
functions, as in England and under 
English imposition in some of the 
colonies. Nor did they propose to au- 
thorize any such thearchy as that in 
Massachusetts that hung _ alleged 
witches, persecuted Quakers and drove 
Roger iliams out to found the 
Rhode Islaad and Providence planta- 
tions, from which he sent back the 
message that he “would rather live 
among Christian savages than among 
savage Christians!” The American 
policy was and is complete separation 
of state and church. 


They Set Their Standard. 


When the constitution had been 
framed and submitted to the states, it 
met opposiion in strong quarters be 
cause it contained no plenary guar- 
anty of freedom of worship. On the 
pledge of its advocates that the con- 
stitution would: be promptly amended 
to that effect its ratification was se- 
cured. The promised amendment was 
proposed by the first congress and 
ratified by the states as it now reads 
in the first amendment, as follows: 

“Congress shall make no law re- 
specting an establishment of religion, 
or prohibiting the free exercise there- 


The prohibition runs against con- 
gress only, because the object was and 
is to forestall a national church. 

' 


States Inhibit Themselves. 


No single state in the union is 
bound by that amendment. 

In the case of Permoli v. New Or- 
leans Howard, 589), the supreme 
couat of the United States decided 
that— 

“The Constitution of the United 
States makes no provision for pro- 
tecting the citizens of the respective 
states in their religious liberties; this 
is left to the state constitutions and 
laws.” pe th 

If the people of Georgia wished to 
do it, they could adopt a constitution 
that would establish the Bapist 
church” as our state church.

Now I have devote@ myself ex- 
clusively for several years to the mis 
sion of trying to interpret medica’ 
science for the layman and Jay prob- 
lenis for the medical man. t flatter 
myself I’m _a fairly proficient little 
explainer; J am rather proud of the 
cracks or peepholes I have made here 
and there in the great wall: of silence 
and mystery which for ages stood be- 
tween the profession and the public. 
Yet 1 am reminded every day how fu 
tile are my feeble assaults. 
How earnestly I have tried to make 
eggs understand that it is impossi- 
le to diagnose minor ils or major 
diseases l:y mail or in other words tu 
determine what is the matter with a 
correspondent. Many readers do un- 
derstand that. But many more seer 
to think, as does the correspondent 
quoted, that it ought to be possib!- 
to diagnose good health or in other 
words to determine that there is noth- 
ing the matter, merely from the rli- 
ent’s complaint. What a lot of harm 
I might do just telling people whether 
they neeced a doctor, when as a mat- 
ter of fact 1 could only guess about 
the state of their health. 
I have tried the policy of telling 
everybody, regardless vf the state of 
his health, to consult a physician, and 
this only makes ’em mad. have 
preached and praised the plan of a 
periodic physical test, health exam- 
ination, overhauling by a physician 
This only brings sarcastic rejoinders. 
I do honestly like the sarcasm; notb- 
ing tickles me more than a bit of keen 
sarca:m which prickles and smarts. 
But the apparent futility of my work 
in this direction is discouraging; or 
rather it tends to puncture my pride 
I fear I am not much of a teacher. 
after all. 
Family doctor doomed to become ex- 
tinct? That is perhaps an illusion 
due to the temporary overproduction 
of “specialists” and the passing fad 
of employing “specialists.” The mod 
est, well trained, ethical genera] prac 
titioner is for the moment obscured, 
hut he is still busily engaged in car- 
ing for the health of the substantial, 
sensible portion of the population. A 
horn “specialist” can a more noise 
over a handful of patients than the 
family physician would make over a 
carload. 
A “health examination” is a gener- 
al physi-al examination, a general 
metical examination, with such sne- 
cial tests omitted or added as the 
physician may deem advisable to suit 
the patron’s particular case. No set 
form or procedure can be laid down: 
You merely go to your. physician and 
tell him you wish to have a heeith 
examination or a periodic physical ex- 
amination. He will do the right thing 
—or, if you do not believe he will, 
then you should not have him as your 
physician.

_ Dramatic Statement. 

Details of his life from the time

During his recital of events con- 
cerning his marriage and early busi- 
ness life, Mr. White was overcome 
with emotion and from his pocket he 
drew a handkerchief and applied it to 
his moist eyes.

His statement in part follows: 

“I have never written, or drawn a 
check, nor have I ever issued a vouch- 
er on the White Provision company 
at any time that was not handled by 
company officials in the proper way 
or through the regular channels,” he 
asserted, 

_Early Career. 
_Mr. White related his early posi- 

tious with the packing business, stat- 
ing that “beginning as a boy I went 
to work for the Armour company, 
then with Morris: & -Co., and finally 
with Swift & Co. After several years 
of service with this last concern I 
was made southern district manager 
with authority over their properties 
from El Paso to the Atlantic, from 
Louisville to Havana. 

“After I had decided to make the 
packing business my life’s work I 
planned to engage in the business in 
Atlanta and to build up a new in- 
dustry in the city and to help build 
up the agricultural resources of my 
home city. / 

“When we finally launched our lit- 
tls company no one dreamed we should 
ever attain more than a moderate 
success. Most people predicted fail- 
ure for us, and only the staunch and 
true friends who stood together with 
me in founding the business made its 
success possible,” Mr. White asserted. 

Early Struggles of Firm. 

The struggle to make headway and 
how he had frequently used his per- 
sonal credit and private funds to pay 
for purchases and to meet company 
obligations were related by Mr. White 
in discussion of the early financial sit-. 
uation of the company, 

Discussing the situation with re- 
spect to obtaining live stock in Geor- 
gia, Mr. White told of his personal ef- 
forts in helping develop the industry, 
and of the many thousands of dollars 
that he had personally expended in 
the work, because the company was 
without means to finance such work. 
“But,” he added, “every one of my 
associates of those days were delizht- 
ed at our progresg and all agreed 
that I should be fully repaid by the 
cumpany when funds were available. 

“Our program of development suc- 
ceeded to a point where Georgia live 
stock met and defeated the entire 
world at the great international live- 
stock show in Chicago, and this royal 
blood has permeated herds and droves 
throughout the south. 

eeding Experiments. 

“I made numerous feeding experi- 
ments in which I personally purchas- 
ed live stock and put them on. feed 
to show the farmers the proper meth- 
ods to use. My first experiment was 
in conjunction ‘with one of the direc- 
tors of the company, and cvery direc- 
tor knew and approved of the work 
which was solely in bebalf of the 
company,” the defendant said.

Approved by Attorneys.

Every act in connection 
with the transaction was with the 
approval of attorneys for the White 
Provision company. and it was the 
distinct understanding that my act 
was for the direct benefit of that 
company. , 

“One of the first acts of the stock 
yard company after control had been 
acquired by me was to sell to the 
White Provision company a plot of 
land for $20,000. which was about 
twice the size of the plot they had 
formerly been asked to pay $60,000 
for. Surely this fact will show I was 
working in behalf of my own com- 
pany. 

“Frequently capital stock was of- 
fered for sale by owners who were 
pressed for funds and its sale to out- 
siders at depressed prices would have 
adversely affected all stock of the 
company,’ Mr. White said in taking 
up the matter of purchasing stock. 

Wardlaw Approves Plan. 

“Not only did I buy this stock and 
borrow money for payment thereof,”’ 
said he, “but this exact plan of pro- 
cedure was given the indorsement of 
Mr. Wardlaw, of the Trust Company. 
of Georgia, although the president of 
that company has interested himself 
in employing attorneys to aid in my 
prosecution. 

“My personal funds were inade- | 
quate to meet all these obligations, 
but they seemed essential to the 
progress of the company, and I bor- 
rowed money on my personal credit, 
and drew salary advances. Every 
loan, however, was adequately se- 
eured and every cent advanced to 
me by the company was charged to 
my account with the full knowledge 
of our accounting officers. In all my 
business experience I have never 
made out a single voucher, nor drawn 
a single check of the White Provision 
Company.” 

“Mr. Candler and I songht to fur-

Action by U. S. 
In Mexico Urged 
At K. C. Meeting 


Philadelphia, August 5.—(#)—As- 
serting that Mexican officials had “‘in 
sulted, degraded and expelled Ameri- 
can citizens, men and women, under 
circumstances that are abhorent to our 
conception of constitutional govern- 
ment” the supreme council, Knights of 
Columbus, today called on President 
Coolidge and the state department to 
“put an end to this ignominious con- 
tempt” that has been shown by Presi- 
dent Calles “for Americans’ appeal.” 

Demand was made for protection of 
American citizens and for their treat- 
ment with the same consideration and 
respect that is shown to Mexicans in 
this country. 

Labor Asked to Aid. 

The American Federation of Labor 
and affiliated -organizations were 
urged to cooperate to safeguard “not 
only American rights, but the hard 
won victories of labor itself to pro- 
tect it from servile submission’ to 


despotic authority.” 

The convention authorized the su- 
preme board of direetors to assess the 
membership of the organization $1,- 

000 for a eampaign of education, 


Russia shall be eliminated from the 
philosophy of American life and the 
ideals of liberty of conscience and 
democratic freedom may extend to our 
afflicted fellow human béings beyond 
the Rio Grande.” 

The religious. situation in Mexico 
as it affects the Catholic church was 
considered one of the most important 
questions before the convention and 
had been. under consideration since it 
convened last Monday. A special com- 
mittee, appointed to consider the mat- 
ter, reported today and its report. was 
unanimously adopted. 

After protesting against the policy 
of President Calles on “his recent 
despotic use of the armed forces of 
his military regime in oppressing the 
vast majority of the people of Mexico, 
who are struggling to worship God 
according to the dictates of their con- 
science,” the. statement said: “We 
warn our fellow American citizens 
that they cannot endure at their very 
doorsteps with impunity, the Russian- 
izing of Mexico. The soviet philos- 
ophy controls the military powers of 

exico. The family to them is a 
myth and marriage a degradation. 
They have robbed it of its sanctity. 
Their conception of God is contempt 
for all religions.” 

“Under American Auspices.” 

After declaring that civil and relig- 
ious freedom are suppressed in Mexico 
the statement continues: 

“All this system in Mexico has been 
created under American auspices, sus- 
tained by American executive author- 
ity, which, in the first place, while re- 
fusing to recognize Lenine and Trot- 
uky have, by executive order of recog- 
nition, accepted Calles and Obregon, 
who are the enthusiastic supporters

There is enough 
power to go around and there will be 
still more available as it is needed 
Power prought to a farm means the 
end of drudgery on the farm: it wil. 
lessen the element of risk so far as 
productivity of your soil is concerned, 


for it should when intelligently used: 


assure profitabie production by redne- 
ing the cost of production; it means 
the banning forever of haphazard 
methods of farming in Georgia; it will 
bring scientific methods to agriculture, 
and it will prolong the farmers’ lives. 


Farms To Benefit. 


“Electric power has established in- 
dustrial centers and breught pros- 
perity to communities which have ha‘ 
the use of its service. But _lead- 
ers of che.eleciric industry have been 
working untiringly for the day when 
that service could be extended to every 
farm in the land, for the rurai inkab- 
itent is cntitled to the blessings of 
el_ctricity just as much as the city 
dweller.
